Andrew  Way,  Jr.  was  trained  as  a  printer  in  Philadelphia, 
and  founded  the  company  Way  and  Grcrff  with  Joseph  Grof f 
in  1798.  The  company  sought  and  received  lucrative 
government  printing  contracts.  Rules  and  Articles  for  the 
Better  Govemrfherit  of  the  Troops.  .  .0/  the  United  States  is 
one  of  their  hetter  known  works.  The  firm  opened  a  branch 
in  Washington  in  1800,  and  the  partnership  was  dissolved  in 
1802. 

Andrew  Way,  Jr.,  joined  his  brother  George  to  form  their 
own  bookselling  and  printing  company,  A  ie  G  Way,  in 
Philadelphia  and  Washington,  which  for  many  years  was  a 
prominent  printer  of  the  government  publications.  After 
1804  their  major  activities  were  centered  in  the  new  capital. 
The  business  prospered,  and  in  1807  the  Way  brothers 
became  the  dominant  stockholders  in  a  new  glass  Works, 
which  flourished  under  their  astute  direction. 

They  were  involved  in  local  social  and  political  affairs, 
and  actively  and  very  successfully  lobbied  for  government 
printing,  lliey  kept  on  good  social  and  business  terms  with 
John  Beckley,  Qerk  of  the  House,  and  Samuel  Otis, 
Secretary  of  the  Senate,  and  these  men  of  some  influence 
helped  them  greatly. 

George,  who  was  the  less  active  panner,  died  on  May  26, 
1819,  and  Andrew  continued  to  operate  the  printing  and 
glass  companies.  In  1822  Andrew  brought  in  a  new  partner, 
Jacob  Gideon,  and  the  printing  works  began  trading  under 
the  imprint  of  Way  and  Gideon.  The  company  last^  until 
18S4~and  thereafter  Andrew  Way,  Jr.  devoted  his  energies  to 
directing  his  glass  works.

Mr.  Macon,  from  tlie  joint  committee  appointed  to 
wait  on  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  inform 
him  that  a  quorum  of  the  two  Houses  was  assembled 
and  ready  to  receive  any  communications  he  mi^ 
be  pleased  to  make  to  them,  reported,  that  they  had 
performed  that  duty,  aud  that  the  President  answered 
that  he  would  make  a  communication  to  the  two 
Honses  of  Congress  to  day  at  twelve  o'clock. 

A  message,  in  writing,  was  then  received  from  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  by  Mr.  Coles,  Us 
Secretary,  who  delivered  in  the  same  at  the  Speak- 
er's  table,  and  witlidrew. 
The  said  message  was  read  and  is  as  follows : 

Fettow  Ctfixenf  of  ihe  Senate 

and  of  the  House  of  Sepresentaiitee. 

Notwithstanding  the  early  day  wluch  had  been 
fixed  for  your  session  of  the  present  year,  I  was  In- 
duced to  call  you  tcMKther  still  sooner,  as  well  that 
any  inadequacv  in  the  existing  provisions  for  the 
wants  of  the  Treasury  might  be  supplied,  as  that  no 
delay  might  happen  in  providing  for  the  result  of  the 
negotiations  on  foot  with  Great  Britain,  whether  it 
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fhoald  require  arrangement  adapted  to  a  return  of 
pe^ce^  or  further  and  more  effective  provisions  for 
prosecuting  the  war. 

Tliat  result  is  not  yet  known.  If^  on  one  hand, 
the  repeal  of  the  orders  in  council^  and  the  general 
pacification  in  Europe,  which  withdrew  the  occasion 
on  which  impressments  fi-om  American  vessels  were 
practised,  surest  expectations  that  peace  and  amity 
may  be  re-established;  we  are  compelled,  on  the 
other  hand,  by  the  refusal  of  the  British  government 
to  accept  the  offered  mediation  of  the  emperor  of 
Russia ;  by  the  delays  in  ginng  effect  to  its  own  pro- 
posal  of  a  direct  negotiation ;  and  above  all,  by  the 
principles  and  manner  in  which  the  war  is  now  avow- 
edly carried  on,  to  infer  that  a  spirit  of  hostility  is  in- 
dulged more  violent  than  ever,  against  the  rights  and 
prosperity  of  this  country. 

This  increased  violence  is  best  explained  by  the 
two  important  circumstances,  that  the  great  contest  in 
Europe,  for  an  equilibrium  guaranteeing  all  its  states 
against  the  ambition  of  any,  has  been  closed  widioitt 
any  check  on  the  ovei*bearing  power  of  Great  Britain 
on  the  ocean ;  and  that  it  has  left  in  her  hands  dispo- 
sable armaments,  with  which,  forgetting  the  difficul- 
ties of  a  remote  war  against  a  free  people,  and  yield- 
ing to  the  intoxication  of  success,  with  the  example 
of  a  great  victim  to  it  before  her  eyes,  she  cherishes 
hopes  of  still  further  a^randizing  a  power  already 
formidable  in  its  abuses  to  the  tranquillity  of  the  civi. 
lized  and  commercial  world. 

But,  whatever  may  have  inspii-ed  the  enemv  with 
these  more  violent  purposes,  the  public  councils  of  a 
nation  more  able  to  maintain  than  it  was  to  acquire 
its  independence,  and  with  a  devotion  to  it,  rendered 
more  ardent  by  the  experience  of  its  blessings,  can 
never  deliberate  but  on  the  means  most  effectual 
for  defeating  the  extravagant  views  or  unwarrantable 
passions,  with  which  alone  the  war  can  now  be  pur* 
soedasunrtof.  ^ 
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la  (he  events  of  tbe  present  campaign,  the  enemy, 
with  all  his  augmented  means,  and  wanton  uf«  01 
them,  has  litde  ground  for  exultation,  unless  be  caa 
feel  it  in  the  success  of  his  recent  enterprises  against 
this  metropolis  and  the  neighboring  town  of  Alexan- 
dria; from  both  of  which  liis  retreats  wereasprecipi- 
tate,  as  his  attempts  were  liold  and  fortunate.  In  his 
other  incursions  on  our  Atlantic  frontier,  his  progress, 
often  checked  and  chastised  by  the  martial  spirit  of  the 
neighboring  citizens,  has  had  more  effect  m  distres* 
sing  individuals,  and  in  dishonoring  his  arms,  than 
in  promoting  any  object  of  legitimate  warfare.  And 
in  tbe  t^vo  instances  mentioned,  however  deeply  to 
be  regretted  on  our  part,  he  will  find  in  his  transient 
success,  which  interrupted  for  a  moment  only  the 
ordinary  public  business  at  the  seat  of  government^ 
no  compensation  for  the  lubs  of  character  with  the 
world,  by  bis  violations  of  private  proiierty,  and  by 
bis  destruction  of  public  edifices,  protected  as  monu- 
ments of  the  arts  by  the  laws  of  civilized  warfare. 

On  our  side,  we  can  appeal  to  a  series  of  achieve- 
ments, which  have  given  new  lustre  to  the  American 
arms.  Besides  the  brilliant  incidents  in  the  minor 
operatioDs  of  the  campaign,  the  splendid  victories 
gained  on  tbe  Canadian  side  of  the  Niamra,  by  the 
American  forces  under  major  general  Brown,  and 
brigadiers  Scott  and  Gaines,  have  gained  for  these 
heroes,  and  their  emulating  companions,  the  most  un* 
fading  laurels ;  and  having  triumphantlv  tested  the 
progressive  discipline  of  the  Amencan  soldiery,  have 
tao^it  the  enemy,  that  the  longer  he  protracts  his 
hostile  efforts,  the  more  certain  and  dedsive  will  be 
his  final  discomfiture. 

On  our  southern  border  victory  has  continued  also 
to  follow  the  American  standard.  The  bold  and  skll* 
ful  operations  of  major  general  Jackson,  conducting 
troops  draw;n  from  the  militia  of  the  states  least  dis- 
tant, particularly  of  Tennessee,  have  subdued  the . 
principal  tribes  of  hostile  savages,  and  by  estabUslung 
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A  peaee  vnih  tbem^  preceded  by  recent  and  exemplny 
ehastisementy  has  best  guarded  against  the  mischidT 
of  theur  co-operation  with  the  British  enterprises 
which  may  be  planned  against  that  quarter  of  oar 
countiy.  Important  tribes  of  Indians  on  our  north 
western  frontier^  have  also  acceded  to  stipulations 
which  bind  them  to  the  interests  of  the  United  States^ 
and  to  consider  our  enemy  as  theirs  also. 

In  the  recent  attempt  of  the  enemy  on  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  defended  by  militia  and  volunteers,  aided 
by  a  small  body  of  regulars  and  seamen,  he  was  re- 
ceived witli  a  spirit  which  produced  a  rapid  retreat 
to  his  ships ;  whilst  a  concurrent  attack  by  a  large 
fleet  was  successfully  resisted  by  the  steady  and  well 
directed  fire  of  the  fort  and  batteries  opposed  to  it 

In  another  recent  attack  by  a  powerful  force  on  our 
troops  at  Plattshurgli,  of  which  regulars  made  a  part 
only,  the  enemy,  after  a  pei*severance  for  many  hours, 
was  finally  compelled  to  seek  safety  in  a  hasty  retreat, 
with  our  gallant  bands  pressing  upon  him. 

On  the  lakes,  so  much  contested  throughout  the  war^ 
the  great  exeiiions  for  the  command  made  on  our  part, 
have  been  well  repaid.  On  lake  Ontario  our  squadron 
is  now,  and  has  been  for  some  time,  in  a  condition  to 
confine  that  of  the  enemy  to  his  own  port ;  and  to  favor 
the  operations  of  our  land  forces  on  that  frontier. 

A  part  of  the  squadron  on  lake  Erie  has  been  ex- 
tended into  lake  liuron,  and  has  produced  the  advan- 
tage of  displaying  our  command  of  that  lake  also. 
One  object  of  the  expedition  was  the  reduction  of 
Mackinaw,  which  failed  with  the  loss  of  a  few  brave 
men,  among  whom  was  an  oiBcer  justlv  distinguished 
for  his  gallant  exploits.  The  expedition,  ably  con- 
ducted by  both  the  land  and  the  naval  comnianders, 
was  otherwise  highly  valuable  in  its  effects. 

On  lake  Champlain,  where  our  superiority  had  for 
some  time  been  undisputed,  the  British  squadron  late- 
ly came  into  action  with  the  American,  commanded 
by  captain  Macdonongh.    It  issued  in  the  capture  of 
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the  whole  of  the  enemy's  ships  The  hest  pfsise  Ibt 
this  officer  and  his  intrepid  comrades  is  in  the  like- 
ness of  bis  triumph  to  the  ilhistrioos  victoiy^  which 
immortalized  another  officer,  and  established^  at  a 
critical  moment,  our  command  of  another  lake. 

On  the  odean  the  pride  of  oor  naval  arms  has  been 
amply  supported.  A  second  frigate  has  indeed  fallea 
into  the  hands  of  .the  enemy,  but  the  loss  is  hidden 
in  the  blaze  of  heroism  witli  which  she  was  defended. 
Captain  Porter  who  commanded  her,  and  whose  pre- 
vious career  Imd  been  distinguished  bv  daring  enter* 
prise  and  by  fertility  of  genius,  maintained  a  sangpin* 
ary  contest  against  two  ships,  one  of  them  superior 
to  his  own,  and  under  other  severe  disadvantages,  till 
humanity  tore  down  the  colors  which  valor  had  nailed 
to  tlie  mast  This  officer  and  his  brave  comrades  bava 
added  much  to  the  rising  glory  of  the  American  flab 
and  have  merited  all  tlie  effusions  of  gratitude  which 
their  country  is  ever  ready  to  bestow  on  the  cham- 
pions of  its  rights  and  of  its  safety. 

Two  smaller  vessels  of  war  have  also  become  prizes 
to  the  enemy ;  but  by  a  superiority  of  force,  which 
sufficiently  vindicates  the  reputationof  their  command- 
ers; whilst  two  others,  one  commanded  bv  captain 
Warrington,  the  other  by  captain  Blakely,  have  cap- 
tured British  ships  of  the  same  class,  with  a  gallant- 
ry and  pxxl  conduct,  which  entitle  them,  and  their 
compamons^  to  a  just  share  in  the  praise  of  their 
country. 

In  spite  of  the  na^-al  force  of  the  enemy  aocumnlat- 
ed  on  our  coasts,  our  private  cruisers  also  have  not 
eeased  to  annoy  his  commerce^  and  to  bring  their  ridi 
prizes  into  our  ports ;  contributing  thus,  with  other 
proofs,  to  demonstrate  the  incompetency  and  illecality 
of  a  blockade,  the  proclamation  of  wluch  b  made  the 
pretext  for  vexing  and  discouraging  the  oommeice  of 
neutral  powers  with  the  United  States. 

To  meet  the  extended  and  diversified  warfare  adopt- 
ed by  the  enemy^  great  bodies  of  militia  have  b«ai 
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teken  into  Venice  for  the  public  defence,  and  great 
expenses  incurred.  That  the  defence  every  iihcre 
may  be  both  more  convenient  and  more  ecouomical. 
Congress  will  see  the  necessity  of  immediate  mea^ 
Burcs  for  filling  the  ranks  of  the  regular  army;  and 
of  enlai^ing  the  provision  for  special  corps,  mounted 
and  unmounted,  to  be  engaged  for  looser  periods  of 
service  than  are  due  from  the  miliiia.  1  earnestly  re- 
new, at  the  Kame  time,  a  recommendation  of  such 
chanses  in  the  system  of  the  militia,  as  by  classing 
and  disciplining  for  the  most  prompt  and  active  ser- 
vice the  (K>rlions  most  capable  of  it,  will  give  to  that 
great  resource  for  the  public  safety,  all  the  requisite 
enerey  and  efficien^. 

The  monies  received  into  tlie  Treasury  during  the 
nine  mouths  ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  last, 
amounted  to  thirty-two  millions  of  dollars,  of  w*hich 
near  eleven  millions  %vcre  the  proceeds  of  the  public 
revenue,  and  the  remainder  derived  from  loans.  The 
di^bursementiik  for  public  expenditures  during  the  same 

Grind  exceeded  tbiriy-four  millions  of  dollars,  and 
\  in  the  Treasury,  on  the  first  day  of  July,  near 
five  millions  of  dollars.  The  demands  durine  the 
remiunder  of  the  present  jear  already  authorized  by 
Congress,  and  the  expenses  incident  to  an  extension 
of  the  operations  of  the  war,  will  render  itnecessaiy 
that  large  sums  should  be  provided  to  meet  them. 

From  this  view  of  the  national  affairs.  Confess 
will  be  urged  to  take  up,  without  delaj-,  as  well  the 
subject  of  pecuniary  supplies  as  that  of  military 
force,  and  on  a  scale  commensurate  with  the  extent 
and  the  character  which  the  war  has  assumed.  It  is 
not  to  be  disguised,  that  the  situation  of  our  country 
calls  for  its  greatest  efforts.  Our  enemy  is  powerful 
in  men  and  in  money ;  on  the  land  and  on  the  water. — 
Availing  himself  of  fortuitous  advantages,  he  is  aim- 
ing, with  his  undivided  force,  a  deadly  blow  at  our 
growing  prosperity,  perhaps  at  our  national  existence. 
«-He  has  avowed  bis  purpose  of  trampling  on  the 
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usasesof  civili/^d  warfare^  and  ^ven  earnests  efl^ 
in  the  plunder  and  wanton  destruction  of  private  pro- 
perty.   In  his  pride  of  maritime  dominion  and 'in  hb 
thirst  of  commercial  monopoly^  he  strikes  niith  pectf- 
liar  animosity  at  the  progress  of  our  navigation  anfl 
of  our  msnufactures.    His  barbarous  policy  has  not 
even  spared  those  monumeuts  of  the  arts  and  models 
of  tastOy  with  which  our  couolry  had  enriched  and  em- 
bellished its  infant  metropolis.    From  such  an  ad- 
versary, hostility  in  its  greatest  force  and  Its  worst 
forms  ^^y  be  looked  for.    The  American  people 
will  face  it  with  the  undaunted  snirit,  which  in  thenr  re- 
volutionary struggle  defeated  his  unrighteous  pro- 
jects.   His  throats  and  his  barbarities,  instead  of  dis- 
may,  will  kindle  in  every  bosom  an  indignation  not 
to  be  extinguished  but  in  the  disa^^ter  and  expulsion 
of  such  cruel  invaders.    In  providing  the  means  ne- 
cessary, the  National  Legislature  will  not  distrasttlie 
heroic  and  enlightened  patriotism  of  its  constituents. 
They  will  cheerfully  and  pnmdly  bear  every  burden 
of  every  kind,  wliicli  the  safety  and  honor  of  the  na^ 
tion  demand.     We  have  seen  them  every  where  pay- 
ing their  taxes,  direct  and  indirect,  with  the  greatest 
promptness  and  alacrity.    We  see  them  rushing  with 
enthusiasm  to  the  scenes  where  danger  and  duty  call. 
In  offering  their  blood,  they  give  the  surest  pledge 
that  no  other  tribute  will  be  withheld. 

Having  forcbome  to  declare  war  until  to  other  ag- 
gressions had  been  added  the  capture  of  nearly  a 
thousand  American  vessels,  and  the  impressment  of 
thousands  of  American  sea-fearing  citizens,  and  until 
a  final  declaration  had  been  made  by  the  government 
of  Great  Britain,  that  her  hostile  orders  against  our 
commerce  would  not  be  revoked,  but  on  conditions  as

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in  every  proper  mode,  a  sincere  desire  to  arrett  the 
effusion  of  blood,  and  meet  our  enemy  on  the  ground 
of  justice  and  reconciliation ;  our  beloved  country,  in 
still  op|M>sing  to  bis  persevering  hostility  all  its  ener- 
gies, with  an  undiminished  diaiposition  towards  peace 
and  friendship  on  honorable  terms,  must  carry  with  it 
the  good  wishes  of  tbe  impartial  world,  and  the  best 
hopes  of  support  from  an  Omnipotent  and  kind  Pro- 
videnoe.

A  message  from  the  Senate,  by. Mr.  Cutts  their 
Secretary. 

Mr.  Speaker :  Tlie  Senate  have  passed  a  bill  ^'  au- 
thorising the  payment  to  the  widow  of  Klbridge  Ger- 
T^'y  decTasedylatc  Vice-President  of  the  United  Slates, 
of  such  salary  as  would  have  been  ^^ayahle  to  him  dur- 
ing the  residue  of  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected, 
had  he  so  loug  lived,''  in  which  they  ask  the  concur- 
rence of  this  House.

{irovisions  of  this  charter  have  been  by  the  same  vio* 
ated  or  not  And  whenever  any  committee  as  afore- 
said shall  find  and  report,  or  the  President  of  the 
United  States  shall  have  reason  to  believe,  that  tbe 
charter  has  been  violated,  it  may  be  lawful  for  Con- 
gress to  direct,  or  the  President  to  order,  a  scire  facias 
to  be  sued  out  of  the  circuit  court  for  the  district  of 
Pennsylvania,  in  the  n«iiac  of  the  United  States, 
(which  shall  be  execnted  upon  the  president  of  the  cor- 
poration for  the  time  being,  at  least  fifteen  days  before 
thccommencementof  the  term  of  said  court,)  calling  on 
the  said  corporation  to  shew  cause  wherefore  the  charter 
hereby  granted  simll  not  be  declared  forfeited :  AikI  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  court,  upon  the  return  of  tbe 
said  scire  facias,  to  examine  into  the  truth  of  the  alleged 
violation^  and  if  such  violation  be  made  appear^  then  to 
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pronoaii€e  and  acljiulge  that  Qie said  charter  U  forfeited 
and  annulleil:  Provided j  however ^  Every  iasue  of 
fact  which  may  be  joined  between  the  United  States 
and  the  corporation  aforesaid^  sliall  be  tried  hj  juiy. 
And  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  court  aforesaid  to  re- 
quire the  productionof  such  of  the  books  of  the  cor- 
poration as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  ascertain- 
ment of  the  coniruvcrted  fads,  and  the  final  judsment 
of  the  circuit  court  aforesaid  shall  be  examinable  in  ths 
supi*eme  court  of  the  United  Slates  by  writ  of  error^ 
and  may  be  there  reversed  or  affii'med  according  t# 
the  usages  of  law.

the  bank. 

6.  To  provide  that  the  sud  twenty-live  millions  of 
capital  stock  shall  be  composed  of  Ave  millions  of 
specie,  and  twenty  millions  of  any  of  the  stocks  ^ 
the  United  States  bearing  an  interest  of  six  per  cent 
or  of  treasury  notes. 

7  To  strike  oat  of  the  bill  that  part  of  it  whkh 
restrains  the  bank  from  selling  its  stock  daring  tbe 
war. 

And  debate  arising. 

The  remaining  orders  were  further  postponed.

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Eublic  land,  to  be  located  as  is  heretofore  proTided 
y  this  act«  at  the  .rate  of  two  dollars  per  acre,  as  a 
foil  compensatioo  for  the  injuries  done  as  aforesaid. 
And  the  question  being  taken^ 
It  was  determined  in  the  negative.

A  message  in  writing  was  received  from  the  Presf- 
dent  of  the  United  States^  by  Mr.  Coles  his  Seen.- 
tary^  wliicli  was  read  and  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Senate  ani 
Hoime  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States. 

I  lay  before  Congress  copies  of  the  treaty  of 
peace  and  amity^  between  the  United  States  and  bit 
Britannic  majesty,  which  was  signed  by^the  commis. 
sioners  of  both  parties  at  Ghent,  on  the  24th  of  De- 
eember,  1814.  and  the  ratifications  of  which  havebeeii 
duly  exchanged. 

While  peiforming  this  act,  I  congratulate  yoo  and 
our  constituents  upou  an  event  which  is  highly  ho- 
norable to  the  nation,  and  terminates  with  peculiar  fe. 
licity  a  campaign  signalized  by  the  most  brilliant  suc- 
cesses. 

The  late  war,  although  reluctantly  declared  by  Con* 
l^ss,  bad  become  a  necessary  resort  to  assert  tht 
rights  and  independence  of  the  nation.  It  has  been 
wageil  with  a  success  which  is  the  natural  result  of 
the  wisdom  of  the  legislative  councils,  of  the  patriot* 
ism  of  the  people,  of  the  public  spirit  of  the  militia, 
and  of  tiie  valor  of  the  military  and  na%*al  forces  of 
the  country.    Peace,  at  all  times  a.  blessing  is  pecoK.

ally  welcome^  Iherefore,  at  a  period,  when  the  canset 
tot  the  war  have  ceased  to  0{iente;  wbeu  the  goTen. 
ment  has  demonslraled  the  eflkieiicy  of  its  powers  of 
flefcnce;  and  when  the  nation  can  review  its  con- 
doct  without  regret,  and  without  reproach. 

I  recommend  to  jour  care  and  beneficence  the  gal. 
lant  men  whose  achievements,  in  every  department 
of  the  military  service,  on  the  land  and  on  the  water, 
have  so  essentially  contributed  to  the  honor  of  the 
American  name,  and  to  the  restoration  of  peace.  The 
feelings  of  conscious  patriotism  and  worthy  will  ani- 
mate  such  men  under  every  change  of  fortune  and 
pursuit  $  but  their  country  performs  a  doty  to  itself, 
when  it  bestows  those  testimonials  of  apnrobation  and 
applause,  which  are  at  once  the  rewara,  and  the  in- 
centive,  to  great  actions. 

•The  reduction  of  the  public  expenditures,  to  the 
demands  of  a  peace  establishment,  will  doubtless  en- 
gage the  immediate  attention  of  Congress.  There 
are,  however,  important  considerations,  which  forbid 
a  sudden  and  general  revocation  of  the  measures 
that  have  been  produced  by  the  war.  Experience 
has  tauglit  us,  that  neither  the  pacific  dispositions  of 
the  American  people,  nor  the  pacific  character  of  their 
political  institutions,  can  altogether  exempt  them  from 
that  strife,  which  appears,  beyond  the  ordinary  lot  of 
nations,  to  be  incident  to  the  actual  period  of  the 
world ;  and  the  same  faithful  monitor  demonstrates, 
Uiat  a  certain  degree  of  preparation  for  war,  is  not 
only  indispensable  to  avert  disasters  in  the  onset,  but 
affords  also  the  best  security  for  the  continuance  of 
peace.  The  wiJirdom  of  Congress  will,  therefore,  I 
am  confident,  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  an  ade- 
quate regular  force ;  for  the  gradual  advancement  of 
the  naval  establishment ;  fur  imnnivin^  all  the  means 
of  harbor  defence ;  for  adding  uiscipline  to  the  dis- 
tinguished bravery  of  tlie  militia;  and  for  cultivat- 
ing the  military  art,  in  its  essential  branches,  under 
the  liberal  patronage  of  the  government. 
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The  resources  of  our  country  were^  at  all  times^ 
competent  to  the  attainment  of  every  national  object) 
but  they  will  now  be  enriched  and  invigorated  by  the 
activity  wiiich  peace  will  introduce  into  all  the  scenes 
of  domestic  enterorise  and  labour.  The  provision  . 
that  has  been  made  for  the  public  creditora  during 
the  present  session  of  Congress^  must  have  a  dedslve 
effect  in  the  establishment  of  the  public  credit,  botk 
at  home  and  abroad.  The  reviving  interests  of  com- 
merce will  claim  the  legislative  attention  at  the  earli^ 
est  opportunity;  and  such  regulations  will| I  trusty  be 
seasonably  devised,  as  shall  secure  to  the  United 
States  their  just  proportion  of  the  navigation  of  the 
world.  The  most  liberal  policy  towards  other  na« 
tions,  if  met  by  corresponding  dispositions,  will,  in 
this  respect,  be  found  the  most  beneficial  policy  to- 
wards ourselves.  But  there  is  no  subject  that  can  en- 
ter, with  gi*eatcr  force  and  merit,  into  the  deliberationa 
of  Congress,  'han  a  consideration  of  the  means  to 
preserve  and  promote  the  manufactures  which  have 
sprung  into  existence,  and  attained  an  unparallelled 
maturity,  throughout  the  United  States,  during  the  pe- 
riod of  Uie  European  wars.  This  source  of  national 
iudependcncc  and  wealth,  I  anxiously  recommend, 
therefore,  to  the  prompt  and  constant  guardianship  of 
Conmss. 

The  termination  of  the  legislative  sessions  will  soon 
separate  you,  fellow-citizeus,  from  each  other,  and 
restore  you  to  your  constituents.  I  pray  you  to  bear 
with  you  the  expressions  of  my  sanguine  hope,  thai 
the  peace  which  has  been  just  declared,  will  not  on- 
ly be  the  foundation  of  the  most  friendly  intercourse 
between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain,  but 
that  it  will  also  be  productive  of  happiness  and  har- 
mony in  every  section  of  our  beloved  country.  The 
influence  of  your  precepts  and  example  must  be  eve- 
ry where  powerful :  and  while  we  accord  in  gratefol 
acknowledgements  for  the  protection  which  provi- 
dence has  bestowed  upon  us,  let  us  never  cease  to  in- 
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calcate  obedieoce  to  the  laws  and  fidelity  to  (be  i 
oDy  a«  constituting  the  palladium  of  tlie  national  inde* 
pendeuce  and  prosperity.

American  vessels  exclusively  by  American  seamen, 
either  natives,  or  such  as  are  already  naturalized, 
would  not  only  conduce  to  the  attainment  of  that 
object,  but  also  to  increase  the  number  of  our  sea- 
men, and  consequently  to  render  our  commerce 
Mid  navigation  independent  of  the  service  of  fa* 
reignersy  who  might  be  recalled  by  their  govern- 
ments under  circumstances  the  most  inconvenient 
to  the  United  States.  I  recommend  the  subject,  there- 
fore, to  the  consideration  of  Congress ;  and,  in  decid- 
ing upon  it,  I  am  persuaded,  that  they  will  sufficient- 
ly estimate  the  policy  of  manifesting  to  the  world  a 
desire,  on  all  occasions,  to  cultivate  harmonv  with 
other  nations  by  any  reasonable  accommodations, 
which  do  not  impair  the  enjoyment  of  any  of  the  es- 
sential rights  of  a  free  and  independent  people.  Tho 
example  on  the  part  of  the  American  government 
will  merit,  and  may  be  expected  to  receive,  a  recipro> 
^al  attention  from  all  the  friendly  powers  of  Europe.
